A WOMAN OF C O!RAGE 
Judges 4:4-8; 5:1-7; Joshua 1:9 
M emory Verse: “ Be strong and 
of good courage: — for the Lord 
thy (God is with thee w hitherso­ 
ever thou goest.” 
‘‘Dux femina fact!” —a woman 
was the leader of the deed — is a 
sentence from high school Latin 
that com es to mind as we think 
of the heroine of this lesson. That 
woman was Deborah, one of the 
women prom inent in Old T esta­ 
m ent history, and the only woman 
Judge in 
Israel. Her court was 
held under a palm tree n eaf Beth­ 
el. It w as the place where another 
Deborah, nurse m aid to Rebekah, 
was 
buried. She 
was 
called 
by 


God in a period when the Israel­ 
ites were 
oppressed because of 
their apostasy. For twenty years 
the Canaanites under King Jabin 
had 
dealt 
severely 
with 
them. 
Their suffering brought them to 
repentance. It was then that Judge 
Deborah 
went 
into 
action. 
She 
was a prophetess as well as a 
judge, and, as we shall see, a poet 
also. 
Somehow the voice of God came 
to her that now was the tim e to 
strike against the cruel C anaan­ 
ites. She called upon B arak, w'ho^e 
name means **lightnin« ’ to gath­ 
er ten thousand men and go out 
against the enem y who greatly 


out-numbered them , '(he Lord God 
had 
comm anded 
cam paign 
against the foe an-. 
His people 
would be the victors, Deborah pre­ 
dicted. Then a strange thing oc­ 
curred. Her general refused to go 
out to battle unless Deborah went 
with him. We have reason to be­ 
lieve 
that 
it 
was 
not 
lack 
of 
courage that m ade Barak hesitate. 
The judge’s presence would add 
an elem ent of Inspiration which 
the fighting man needed, we may 
suppose. It would heighten morale 
which we know is essential 
in 
com bat. It is said that Sisera, the 
opposing general, had a hundred 
thousand men, many of them in 
chariots of war. B arak’s men had 
a heavy task before them. 
The battle occurred in the plain 
of Esdraelon, a place where many 
battles had been fought through 
the J ears. It w as on the trade 
route between Egypt and the East. 
Though Bible account of the con­ 


flict is brief, the historian Jose-! 
phus report* that a sudden rain- : 
storm descended upon the com bat­ 
ants which bogged down the char­ 
iots and created utter confusion 
in Sisera’s 
forces. 
But 
B arak's 
men were busy and effective with 
bow and arrow and, in hand-to-1 
hand fighting, with swords. The 
great general Sisera despaired of 
trying to rally his men and ‘‘light­ 
ed down off his chariot and fled 
away on his fret.” Their leader 
gone his arm y was demoralized 
and defeated in a great slaughter 
until "there was not a man left.” 
What part did Deborah have in 
this complete victory? We may as­ 
sum e that the word of her pres­ 
ence in the field, or nearby, was 
passed among the men. Many of 
them knew' her as judge and ad­ 
m ired her adm inistration of Jus­ 
tice. Also, she had a reputation 
as a prophet. A prophet was high­ 
ly honored by the Israelites. H e 1 


was the voice of God. Consequent­ 
ly

army was electrified by the knowl­ 
edge that this hi'£h person go wa* 
not only for them but wil l f em 
in person. She hoi 
lf was modest. 
In prom .sing to go w.th Barak 
she said. 
"The lo rd shall sell

She referred to J -1 to whose tent 
Sisera fled and v ’ o killed him in 
his sleep. So ended the Canaan­ 
ite nation and the thr it to Israel 
which kept the Israelites in con­ 
stant fear and gem lim es in near 
bondage. A hundn I years earlier 
Joshua had d ft. 
i them. Had 
his people re ma nod true to God’* 
plans for them there v.auld have 
been little suffering. The "pecul­ 
iar people" as the Jews have been 
called had to learn their lessons 
the hard Way 
That day has not 
altogether passed for nations who 
rely on arm am ents alone for se- 
curlty.
